Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Dobbins reference was discussed in detail. Applicant noted that 
because outlet 35 stopped short of heater core 25, gas issuing from outlet 35 only enters the heater core via holes 31; 
therefore, some gas would necessarily contact electric heater 37 prior to entering the holes 31 . Because the 
independent claims call for an isolated gas transport path out of contact with the electric heater, the examiner 
conceded that Dobbins did not meet this limitation in light of applicant's argument. In view of applicant's interpretation 
of the reference, the examiner admitted that the 102 rejection relying on Dobbins was therefore improper. Accordingly, 
the examiner agreed to withdraw the final rejection. 
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
